beard atall. As to age, he does not look

An army, to have any success m con- 
quering Great Brittain, even in its pres-. 
ent state, would need to be, according to 
Lieut Shaw Kennedy, whom we have 
before quoted, af least two hundrod thou- 
sand;strong, with the necessary horses, 
warhke equipments and stores.

The numger of Kaw, Osage and Co- 
manche Indians in that vicinity, is about 
5,000. all warriors They have lately 
removed from the Little Arkansas, where 
they hare been collectung for some time 
back, for the purpose, it seems, of driving 
back the settlers from the frontier. Some 
interpret their motives to be revenge for 
the hanging of the two Kaws ar Council 
Grove some time since; but this would 
hardly seem so, as the point of attack 1s 
some seventy miles distant. It may, how- 
ever, be a plan to decoy the men away so 
that the point mentioned will fall an eas)- 
er prey. Certain it is that the people at 
the grove have anticipated an attack for 
some time. 

On Thursday morning, 11th inst., a 
messenger reached Emporia from the 
Lower Whitewater, bringing information 
that an engagement had taken piace be- 
tween the Indians and the whites near 
the town of Eldorado, in which one hun- 
dred of the former and five of the latter 
were killed, 

The same day another messenger ar- 

rived from Chelsea, fifteen: miles above, 
bringing a note from Mr. N S. Stoors of 
that place, stating that the town was sur- 
rounded by Indians, and they were mo- 
mentanily expecting an attack. He ap- 
pealed for assistance, in order to get his 
family away. That evening a company 
of fifty left Emporia, expecting to reach 
there next morning, a distance of fifty 
miles. 
A man came from Emporia as our m- 
rmant left, Friday evensog, who stated 
that he met the company nearly at their 
destination, and that no attack had yet 
been made upon that place.

The Indian Murders—Ferther 
3 ” Detaiis. aLa 


An error òċcurred in our last weelk’s 
account of the finding of the bodies of sx 
white men and one Indian on the head 
waters of the Colorado. We stated that 
all were scalped, we since learn from 
Mr. Daniel Skelly, one of the party who 
found them, that one white man was not 
scalped. Efe appéaied te be about twenty- 
five or tlurty years of age, five feet ten 
aches lugh and stout built, had hght 
short hair and whiskers. The others were 
all scalped and the bodies otherwise so 
disfigured that a correct description could 
not be given. 

The dead animals were four American 
horses—three sorrels and one bay—and 
two American mules—one yellow and one 
sorrel—aiso two other anunals which could 
not be described 

The bodies that were found were all 
near together, in an open space near a 
little stream bordered with willows, Far- 
ther on they could discover other dead 
bodies Lut coald not tell whether of men 
or animals. 

The party immediately turned back 
from fhe scene of the tragedy, not con- 
iee it safe to remain m the viemuty, 

having recently heard a gua fired which 
| they feared was a signal forthen matacie, 
| The scene of the tragedy is about exghty 
nnles south west of the South Park.

For some days up to Tuesday morning 
last was wet, boisterous and cold. Onthe 
plam in this vicinity; and for some dis-

At Gregory's snow fell all day on Sun- 
day, attaining a depth of two to four inches 
but on Monday at ten a m., it had all dis- 
appeared. 

On Tuesday morning we were greeted 
with a magnificent view of the mountains 
which had been buried m mist and clouds 
for a week before. The whole range 
from Pilke’s Peak to Long's was brilhant 
with newly fallen snow, without spot or 
blemish all the seams and ledges even 
were covered up, and yet remain so, prov- 
ing that the depth of snow 1s very con- 
siderable. Since Monday the weather is 
bught, balmy and pleasant.

Lynching Case at Golden City 


- [For tite Boky Muntii Nis Jii 
Editor News® > 0 i a a 
Sin.—The fållowing particdlars of the, 
tragedy which occurred in this city on 
Monday, Sept Sih, Has- been: gathered 
from the most reliable sources, and you 
may rest assured that the same are cor- 
rect. Epean Vanover, the desperate 
man whose unhappy fate and career we 
are about to narrate, has previous to the 
day on which he incurred the vengeance 
of Ins fellow citizens, not borne a very 
enviable reputation. We have no particu- 
Jars of lis hfe an Cahrornia, where he 
resided some tame, and very little of his 
life in Nicaragua, where he held some 
command under Walker. -That he-was a 
daung ana fearless man there can be but 
little doubt. When in Nicaragua he was 
left in Some skirmish entirely alone by his 
followers, while the enemy was close upon 
him, moré than two hundred shots were 
fired at him, and yet he escaped unscathed, 
and on the day of his execution more than 
thirty shots were fired at him without in- 
flicting a scratch. - Bullets were* not des- 
tined to kill him. He could not return to 
the place of Ins abode in Missouri because 
of some crime he had committed, and 
from his conduct here we judge he must 
always have been a rash and reckless man. 
About five weeks ago, while playing 
cards with J, Saultzbauch, m this ony, he 
was unsugeessful in the game, and before 
us termmauon he fired his pistol at him, 
while he was sittmg exactly on the op- 
posite side of the table severy looker on 
was sure that Saultzbauch was lulled, but 
fortunately for him, the ball went mto the 
table, wrhout hurting hin. On the 
morning of the day of his execution he 
commenced operaticns by setihng up with 
his partners, declaring he would kill sorne 
one before night. He then went mto the 
tent of Mr Pierson, demanding forty 
dollars, which he received, He called a 
second time and demanded money, and 
when refused, he set to breahing glasses, 
ete. He su!l called a third ume, demand- 
me more money, and when only a small 
amount was given to him, he drew his 
revolver and threatened the hfe of the 
barkeeper, fiting his pistol at the glasses, 
behind which the barkeeper stood. The 
ball entered the counter, but did no further 
nusthief than brealing a few glasses, 
the batheeper narrowly escaped by jump- 
mg on one side. He then went around 
to several stores demanding money and 
threatening to lall if refused, leveling his 
pistol at several, but not discharging it 
unul he came to the store of Mr Chinn, 
where he tumbled over several things. | 
and when he was told to destst, he drew 
Ins revelver, thieatening to shoot, when 
Mr Chinn wrenched n out of Ins hand, 
and fired the two barrels nthear  Van-i 
over tod him toat he woull koll bhun for 
domg that Lefore mebt He then went 
through the town, trying to get his pistol 
loaded, but was unsuccessful He pro- 
cured a knife, and went around with that 
some time, threatening the lives of seve- 
ral, until it was deemed necessary toarre-t 
tum Chase was gwen, aud he was 
caught in the house of Mr. Wia. Young 
A meeting of the citizens was held, at 
which all the eviderce for and against the 
prisoner was entinly considered After 
cool dehberation n was deemed necessary 
for fhe safety of the inhabitants, that he 
should be executed. not a dissenung sole 
was given when the proposition was laid 
before the meeung, A comnnuee was 
appointed to carry out the wall of the peo- 
ple, cnd the sad duty was performed. We 
réfrain from extending our remarks, Le- 
heving that all good ciuzens, when the 
circumstances are known, wiil uphold the 
people of Golden City in performing an 
act which they believed to be a duty they 
owed to themselves and the community at 
large.

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Daniel Boone 


Boone originally belonged to the State 
of North Carolina, where he cultivated a 
farm In company with five other indi- 
viduals, he left that vicimty in 1769, and 
journeyed to where the present village pf 
Boonsborough, in Kentucky, now stands 
He began by erecting a house,surrounded 
by a stockade or close palasade, formed of 
the square truaks of trees, placed close 
together and sunk deep in the earth, a 
precaution absolntely necessary to be taken 
in a fronuer settlement conunually expos- 
ed 1o the attacks of the native Indians — 
When his little fort was completed, he re- 
moved his establishment to it from North 
Carolina, conducting thither his wife and 
daughters, the first white females that 
had ev@ trod onthe shores of the Ken- 
tucky river. He was soon jomed by four 
or five other families, and thirty or forty 
men settlers They had several times 
repulsed the attacts of the Indians with 
bloodshed, but at length, while malang 
salt from some biine springs at no great 
distance from his home, Boone was sur- 
prised, togethei with twenty-seven of his 
settlers, by upwards of a hundred savages, 
who were on their march to renew their 
attacks on his infant colony.

Biondin’s Featto be Outdone—A 
Man to walk across Lake Mich- 
igan on Foot. 


We have received a private leur from 
a gentleman residing at a small village 
on one of the mland lakes of Wisconsin, 
who informs us that he has been for seve- 
ral months experimenting with what he 
calls “ water shoes,” with a view to per- 
form safely and easily the passage of lakes 
and rivers on foot! The peculiar struct- 
ure of the shoes, which he has perfected, 
after repeated trials and disappoiutments, 
renders pedestrianism on the surface of 
the water nearly as easy and even more 
rapid than on terra firma. The experi- 
ments of the inventor have all been made 
after midmght ın private, on the calm 
surface of Lake, resulting often, 
as we are assured, in frequent involunta- 
ry baths, and two or three narrow escapes 
from drowning With the aid of a min- 
iature pair of sails attached to his arms, 
and which can be “ reefed” or spread in 
a moment, the inventer of this novel con- 
trivance has crossed a jake three miles 
wide in half an hour, without so much as 
wetting his hnees in the passage. 

The subject of the inventer in writng 
to us was lo male mquires as to ths most 
favorable time, and the proper course to 
be pursued to get up a public exmbition 
of his skill as a wate: pedestrian, in Chi- 
cago. He confidently avows his wilhng- 
ness to attempt the crossing of Lake 
Michigan on foot, and only asks for a 
“ good day and a good track ” to enable 
him to land m Michigan in six or seven 
hours after leaving Chicago. 

The idea is certainly a new, novel, and 
interesting one. If, as our correspondent 
positively avers, there 1s no doubt of the 
entire practicability of his mvention, the 
water shoes will be of incalculable value

entered and traveled along a beauufut 
- valley of praimes and groves with luxu- 
rant vegetauon and abundance of moun- 
tain fruits 
We made our camp on a grassy slope 
- among scattering pines, a

firs, but scarcely any grass or under- 
growth. Close to the creek 1s fine grass, 
abundance of cherries and goosberries.— 
The granite masses seem to become sof- 
ter, crumbling more readily by the action 
of wind and rain. In many instances we 
noticed them “capped” with a projectien 
or cornice, each rock, no matter what its 
shape, having a larger diameter on its 
surface, than a few inches below. ‘The 
effect 1s curious, every rock having a rim 
like an mverted hat. 

In a little semicircular valley we found 
an orchard of currants—red, yellow and 
black, very. fine and large, averaging over 
half inch in diameter. The fruit was 
buisting with ripeness, and without ex- 
ception the finest wild frut we ever tast- 
ed. On two acres of ground we have 
no doubt a hundred bushels could have 
been gathered, the bushes absolutely 
breaking under its weight. Beside cur- 
1ents we found great quantites of cher- 
riesand goosberries in the same vicinity, 
In Consequence of which, and the mcom- 
parable beauty of the valley,we there made 
our claim, and design taking up our resi- 


tion of breakfast, declaring it day-light, 
but a little while showed they were mis- 
taken, A redish hght overspread the sky 
completely, in some placesmuch deeper 
than others, and constantly changing in 
bnghtness, We can beet describe st as 
presenting the appearence of the heavens 
overcast with cirrous clouds, gently waft 

ed by the wind, and illuminated by a vast 
conflagration The light was about equal 
to that of the full moon. As day dawned 
we turned out and ate for breakfast the 
Jast of our provisions. It was not very 
savory, the bread and coffee cold, and the 
meat burnt into a crisp—thanks to the 
one o'clock dayhght. 

We resumed our journey down the riv- 
er, alternately building a road along the 
steep slope of the mountain, or passing 
through the water around the precipitous 
points. To rendei the traveling worse, 
the ground wherever we cold find any, 
was completly overgrown and choked up 
with a dense growth of oak and plum 
bush, interlaced with grape-vines and 
buars, with occasional clumps of osage 
orange and haw-thorn, Several hours 
of most laborious work seemed fruitful-of 


but one result, involving us deeper in dif- |, 


ficulty, as we passed one point, another 
appeared before us, only more difficult 
than the last, until at a sudden bend of 
the river we found an accssable point,

The south fork seems a little 
the largest, but the difference 1s scarce 
perceptible We turned ditectly north, 
climbed an exceedingly high mountain, 
crossed a ravine, and then climbed anoth- 
er, and looked down upon the plains 
The rai had ceased and the sun shone 
out in all its splendor. At onr feet was 
a valley which looked as though ıt led to 
the plain, so we determined to teach it, 
The descent proved very steep and rocky, 
but a few hours’ labor brought us to the 
foot, when we found, our valley was a 
gorge, almost impassable. We worked 
our way slowly along, and were again 
disappointed ın finding the river before 
us, roaring and rushing through an im- 
passable canen, far as we could see its 
course. 

Again we essayed the mountain height, 
hoping to travel along its summit, and 
again found it impassable. Turning, we 
again struck for the mver below the 
first canon, in which we succeeded by de- 
scending where our horses would shde 
among the rocks for fifty and a hundred 
feetata time. Regaining the river bank, 
we entered the water and passed the next 
pomt, and there made our camp in a hit- 
tle level spot, overgrown with cherry bush- 
es. We were now where retieat was im- 
possible, om horses could never return 
the way we came, and unless they could 
go ahead here they must remain.
